Now when he fhall be Au- 
thor of the Difeafe, or Lord of

head, fometimes he is opprefled 
with diftillations of Rheume 
from thence, as alfo with noife 
and foundings in the head and 
eares, many times the party is 
very dullof hearing, and hath 
great pain in the teeth.
